Special Agent Ball had, prior to the release 
of Vivian Mathis, made appropriate arrangements with Warden Ryan not 
to release her until such a time as Division Agents desired, and Mr. 
Ryan cooperated fully in this respect* Vivian Mathis was given win 
conditional release and. allowed the usual amount of seventy-two days 
good time, it being necessary for her to submit the appropriate parole 
reports, the first one being due on September 29, 1954.

Immediately upon taking Vivian Mathis into custody, 
the agents proceeded to an apartment at 12134 Lincoln Avenue, Detroit, 
Michigan, which apartment had been previously rented _ by the agents* 
Interrogation of Vivian .Mathis was conducted by Special Agents 
Sullivan and Suran, during which time Vivian Mathis stated that on 
the night of June 16, 1938, she was at her home on Edgevale Road, 
Kansas City, Missouri} that Veme^Miller left that evening and did 
not return until the following morning* She refused to give the 
approximate time of Miller's departure and return. She stated that 
no other individuals were present at her home on the night of June 
16} that when Verne Miller returned the following morning, the 
first time she saw him, he was alone* She refused to state whether 
other individuals came to the residence on Edgevale Road, Kansas City 
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on the morning of June 17, 1953, stating that she could not 
answer that question* Vivian Mathis minima that she does not 
know the identities of the participants in the nassacre and 
steadfastly refuses to discuss the activities of Verne Mill er

Concerning C, J* Fitzgerald, Vivian Mathis stated that 
she did not know him by that name, hut knew him as C, J. 

^CMurphy, who was identical with the C. J. Murphy who associated 
with Verne Hiller in Kansas City, Missouri. She stated that 
Fitzgerald is suffering, from rheumatism and usually spends the 
winters in Kansas City taking baths for that ailment* She 
further stated that Fitzgerald indulges freely in intoxicating 
liquors and when under the influence of said liquors is 
boisterous and rowdy* 


Vivian Mathis stated that the Gus who isknown to her 
is not an old individual, hut she refused to give a description of 
Mm and denied that she knew his last name, but admitted that be was 
friendly with Verne Miller. She stated that she also kpew Gus 
^Tinkler, but that Gus Winkler is not Identical with the above- 
mentioned Gus* She refused to farther discuss the personl history 
of these two individuals, but stated positively that neither of 
them were in her home on June 16 or 17, 1955, and to her knowledge, 
neither were in Kansas City, Missouri. She further stated that 
to her knowledge, none of the Karpis and Barker gang were in Kansas 
City, Missouri on the days in question* 


To date Vivian Mathis has refused to admit that she accompanied 
Verne Miller to Chicago, Illinois subsequent to the massacre and has 
further refused to admit that she and Verne were at the ..home of 
Fritz^taulloy subsequent to the massacre, but she admits being well 
acquainted with Mulloy. 


Vivian Mathis further admits being acquainted with Mr. and 
Mrs, HerhPjTrarmer, but denies being acquainted with Diclc

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Concerning "Big^ytfomer, she stated that she knew none of 
Verne Miller's associates, by that^ name « She denied that she 
was acquainted with AdamMlichetti^ and "Pretty Boy" ft Floyd, and 
refused to discuss the possibility of either of them being in 
her home on the morning of Jui\e 17.' 

She stated that she and Verne Miller drank ft considerable 
amount of beer and that she placed beer in the ice box almost 
daily. However, she stated she could not recall when the last 
case of beer was brought to the Edgevale residence and refuses 
to discuss the source of this supply.

A statement obtained from Gelatae has already been forwarded 
to the Division* On the night of September £5th he admitted several 
things with respect to the occurrences on June 16th, which wae the day 
before the massacre, end which he had not admitted before. He admitted 
that the information relative to the efaange of plans of the officers in 
taking Nash to Kansas City rather than bringing him to Joplin was fur- 
nished to him and Mrs. Nash in Farmer *e residence at Joplin by Mrs* 

Gelatae by telephone on the night of June 16th* 

He admitted having seen Verne Miller in Hot Springe an two or 
more occasions prior to the massaore, but stated that at the time he did 

) not know, hie true identity and believes that he met him under the name of 
Moore oruiason. He was asked who effected this introduction and he stated 
that it was EddieiConner, the late husband of Lou°Conner, subject in this 
case. It will be 1 observed from the file that Millar purchased a Cadillac 
automobile in Little Bock on one occasion. Gelatae says that he was a sub- 
agent for the Cadillac concern out of Little Bock, end that he tried to 
sell Miller, whom he knew es Moore or Mason, this ear but that the sale 
eventually was made by a representative by the none of Snith, connected 







Verne Miller; that during this discussion lire* Hash discussed the 
friendship existing between Verne and her husband, subject Rash; 
that Hash's widow is alleged to hare said that Hiller had plenty

I telephoned the Birmingham Office and talked to Agent D. 0* S+ith.— i- — 

advised him very confidentially that Agents Magee end Blake this afternoon took 
G&latas end his wife into custody, and are holding them In the Hew Orleans 
Office* I stated that we do not want this matter given any publicity for pos- 
sibly a month; that we intend to hold them and interrogate them thoroughly and 
consistently in our own way; that I had instructed Agent Magee to rent an apart- 
ment in which to incarcerate these people, keeping them under guard while they 
are being questioned. 1 instructed Mr. Smith to select three sensible, steady 
Agents from his office, with as much experience as possible, who are qualified 
to perform such guard duty, and have them proceed at once to Mew Orleans, advising 
the Division by wire the time of their departure. 

Mr. Smith stated that he had received a telephone call this morning from 
Agent in Charge Conroy at Little Sock relative to this matter, requesting that 
a telegram be checked which was sent from Birmingham September 20 or 21. I directed 
him to ignore this matter, and suggested that if Mr. Conroy calls him about it, 
he should advise him very confidentially that we have Gala tag in custody but that 
there ie to be absolutely no publicity given to the matter; however, that it 
would not be necessary to advise Mr. Conroy unless he calls him relative to the 
lead at Birmingham. 

X told Ur. Smith to send the three Agents to Hew Orleans tonight, and to 
Instruct them to be very cautious in keeping the individuals under continual 
guard; that the proper steps should be taken to have the windows properly 
barricaded, the locks should be removed from the doors of the apartment, in- 
cluding the bathroom door; they should not be allowed to keep anything sharp 
in their possession or within .. reach; and that every possible precaution should 
be taken to prevent suicide. Mr. Smith said he would have the Agents leave on 
the first train. I informed him that Agent Andersen is going to Hew Orleans 
from Kansas City.

Mr. Brantley called from New Orleans and advised that they 
would leave at approximately 2tl5 P.M.; that weather charts indicated 
considerable bad weather and that he doubted that they would be able to 
get beyond St. Louis tonight. I instructed Mr. Brantley to attempt to 
get through and if necessary to ground for the night, to stop at St. Louis. 
I contacted Mr. Vetterli by telephone and advised him of the situation 
and instructed Mm to make the necessary arrangements in St. Louis so that 
Galatas and his wife could be held over night there, if necessary, under 
'pTOUer* guard and that due precaution should be taken against any possible 
publicity. 


Mr. Magee telephoned from New Orleans and advised that the 
plane left at 2i28 P.M.j that they are having bad weather there; that the 
plane will stop at Memphis for gas and, if they run Into difficulties, will 
stop for the night at the Lambert Municipal Field In St. Louis.
